politicians.

These expressions of popular dis- 
approvel of the President's war dic- 
tatorship proposal are the only ex- 
planation of the fact ‘hat as many 
175 Congressm-n may vote 


by the President, the fact that a 
large number will be compelled to 
vote against the bill is in itself 
significant. 


Most of the Republican delega- 
tion is expected to vote against the 
bill, with only about 15 of the 161 
House Republicans supporting the 
measure. 

The Reppblican Congressmen are 
apparently taking this stand be- 
cause they think it is good politics 
and because the majority of them 
come from Midwestern States where 
anti-war sentiment is strong.

Now Italy and Germany—under the 
new “Axis” disguise of “fascism” 
and “National Socialism,” but with 
monopoly capitalism still the poli- 
tical and economic reality visder- 
neath—are united again, and he 
imperialist prize remains the same. 

Oddly enough, the imperialist 
jackals are each trying to get the 
support of native tribes in order to 


‘with animosity towards the op- 


fans, whose General Rudolfo Grazi- 
ani once crushed the insurrection- 
ary Arabian tribes in Libya with 
fire and sword, place transport 
ships gratis at the service of Arab- 
ian pilgrims going to Mecca. The 
British, who undertook the grue- 
some massacres at Omdurman and.

Out of 28,000 per 
sons living in the suburb of 
Champigny, 16,000 live on the

There simply are not 
enough provisions available. 
The population cannot get 
products even on ration cards. 
Sometimes, for example, a 
family can manage to get only

The use of corporate capital 
rather than government funds for 
this purpose is an objective desir- 
able on the part of both industry 
and government.” 

Lehman admitted that this 
change in the tax policy “will nec- 
essarily result in some loss of reve- 
nue. to the State” but would be 
“more than offset by the more im- 
perative consideration of further- 
ing our vital defense program.” 

The Governor also announced 
that he received today from the 
War Department his commission 
as a colonel in the army reserve 
corps for a fifth five year term.

Gunning for F ive-Cent Fare 


® When the Citizens Budget Commission 
insolently comes out to junk the nickel sub- 
way fare and to curb social projects, it is 
laying the basis for the action which the 
LaGuardia. administration has long been un, 
dertaking. 

This Commission is spokesman for the 
realty lords and bankers who throw apop- 
lectic fits when a dollar'is spent for the peo- 
ple, but for whom the sky is the limit when 
it comes to shelling out for the fake “de- 
fense” program.

Congratulations are due the jury in the 
case for a verdict which all fair-minded 
Americans know to be just. But Mrs. Stru- 
bing yesterday issued a call that Spell be 
“taken off the streets,” which is plainly a 
Ku Klux incitment on a par with her original 
“rape” frame-up. Not content with. holding 
Spell on a $15,000 bail after he was acquit- 
ted, Prosecutor Willis followed with an in- 
flammatory statement, upon his release, 
which could only excite race prejudice. 

Meanwhile, Mr. Willis’ appeal to convict 
an innocent man in order to save the “honor” 
of corrupt upper class society, was so im- 
proper, even from a legal viewpoint, that it 
was condemned yesterday by Robert Daru, 
chairman of the Committee of Judges, Prose- 
cutors and Lawyers of the New York Crimi- 
nal Courts Bar Association. 

These provocations by the rich socialites 
and the state officials are directed not only 
against Spell and the Negro community but 
against_the jurors and other decent-minded 
people. For a moment,.the Spell verdict ex- 
posed the capitalist lyneh system to public 
view, and the wealthy beneficiaries of this 
system are trying to cover up with the’same 
lynch histeria that brought about the trial. 

But the indignation of Negro and white 
citizens has compelled Prosecutor Willis, de- 
spite all his legal pretexts, to halt this men- 
strous persecution and completely free Spell. 
The people can see that this “rape” frame- 
up, like all of them, have no relation to facts, 
but are to whip up more discrimination 
against Negroes in all phases of life and to 
curb civil liberties. Any acts of retaliation or 
revenge which the authorities and upper 
class circles try to carry through against the 
Negro people and democratic liberties ought 
to be resolutely opposed by the unity of 
Negro and white.

The Times Besnles Steel Wages 


© A good insight into the Bourbon mind 
is furnished. by the Sunday editorial in the 
New York Times, engaging in special plead- 
ing for the big profits of the United States 
Steel Corporation, 

Net profits for 1940, just announced by 
the Morgan-created trust, run up to 150 per 
cent more than those of 1939. The payroll 
of the corporation for the same period has 
only increased by 20 per cent. 

In this payroll account are included offi- 
cers, petty executives of all sorts, foremen 
and others of that type. This brings down 
the precentage of increase to labor to a figure 
below the alleged 20 per cent. 

This is the same phenomenon which 
marked the first imperialist war—the huge 
profits of the corporations, resulting in 
the skyrocketing of the cost of living, 
which thé workers’ wage rises (when they 
did take place) could not equal. 

This is likewise the integral purpose of 
the present “national defense” set-up — to 
bloat up the power and profits of the trusts 
at the expense of the wages and living stand- 

ards of the masses. 

Fearful (as it says) that these facts will 
be used against Big Business, the Times pro- 
ceeds to defend them with a clumsy bit of 
mathematical jugglery. The net profits for 
1940 total $102,000,000, it says, and the pay- 


roll amounts to ae Ergo, the 
Times exclaims triumphantly, “labor” gets 
four times as much as the dividend takers 
and coupon clippers. Hence, it adds, labor 
gets the “lion’s share.” 

A moment’s consideration will show even 
a child the sophistry of such an argument. 
From the $439,000,000 is to be deducted the 
huge salaries and bonuses of the high-paid 
executives and straw bosses of the corpora- 
tion. Then, the amount is to be divided by 
273,000 men. That would produce an average 
of between $1,000 to $1,500 per year. 

The latest figures of the United States 
Department of Labor show that ‘the aver- 
age hourly pay in U. S. Steel is 77.7 cents 
per hour. If the average sjeel worker got 
in a full week for 52 weeks a year this 
would bring him to about $1,500—at the 
highest, 

The “net profits,” on the other hand, go 
into the hands of the comparatively few of 
the upper crust. : 

The -steel worker knows, from the pres- 
sure on his pocketbook, the inadequacy of 
his wages. He knows exactly where the 
“lion’s share” goes. His reply to such sophis- 
try as that engaged in by the Times can be 
a stiff demand for improved wages and for 
shorter hours—to allow for better conditions 
and wider employment in the steel mills.
